The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 (JSC 102 or 103. Specifically in reference to 
independent claim 1 (and its dependents), none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed display device specifically including, as the 
distinguishing features in combination with the other limitations the claimed "display 
comprising a chamber containing an electrolytic liquid and wherein upon application of 
electric voltage of a predetermined level to said electrodes, gas is generated in said 
chamber causing the pressure within said chamber to exceed a threshold value such 
that liquid irreversibility exits said chamber through said at least one exit opening 
thereby switching the display from a first indicating state to the second indicating state".
